MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 9th November, 1994 

G.S.R. 794(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (2) of section 185 of the Anda¬ 
man and Nicobar Islands (Pauchayats) Regulation, 
1994, the President hereby makes the following 
rules to determine the conditions of service of the 
Election Commissioner, namely ;— 

I. Short title and commencement .: 

(1) These rules may be called the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands (Election Commissioner’s Conditions 
of Service) Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions : 

In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) “Government” means the Central Govern¬ 
ment; 

(bf “Commission” means the common Election 

' Commission for the Union tcrrilorics of the 
Andman and Nicobar Islands, Daman and 


Diu, Dadra and Nagar Haveli and laksha- 
dweep, appointed under section 185 of the 
said Regulation; 

(c) “Election Commissioner” means the com¬ 
mon Election Commissioner for the Union 
territories of the Adman and Nicobar Is¬ 
lands, Daman and Diu, Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli and Lakshadweep. 

3. Term of Office ; 

The Election Commissioner shall hold office for a 
term of six years from the date on which he assumes 
his office : 

Provided that where an Election Commissioner 
attains the age of sixty five years, before the expiry 
of the said term of six years, he shall vacate his office 
on the date on which he attains the said age: 

Provided further that, an Election Commissioner 
may, at any time, by writing under his hand address¬ 
ed to the President, resign his office. 

4. Salary and allowances : 

The Election Commissioner shall draw a salary of 
Rs, 8,00u|- (Rupees eight thousand only) per month 
riid s'uch other allowances as are admissible to a 
member of Indian Administrative Service : 

Provided that if a person who, immediately before 
the date of assuming office as the Election Commis¬ 
sioner, was in receipt of, or being eligible so to do, 
had elected to draw, a pension (other than a disability 
or wound pension) in respect of any previous service 
under the Government or the Government of State, 
his salary in respect of service as the Election Com¬ 
missioner .shall be reduced— 

(a) by the amount of that pension; and 

(b) if he had, before assuming office, received 
in lieu of a portion of a pcns'on due to him 
in respect of such previous service, the com¬ 
muted value thereof, by the amount of that 
portion of the pension. 

5. Leave : 

(1) A person who, immediately before the date of 
assuming office as Election Commissioner, was in 
service of Government or the Government of State 
may be granted during the tenure of office but not 
thereafter, leave in accordance with the rules for Ihe 
time being applicable to the service to which he be¬ 
longed before such date and he shaU be entitled to 
carry forward the amount of leave standing at his 
credit on such date, subject to Uie limits or conditions 
laid down in such rules. 

(2) Any other person who is appointed as the 
Election Commissioner may be granted leave in ac¬ 
cordance wi'h such rules as are for the time being 
applicable to a member of the Indian Administrative 
Service. 
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(3) The power to grant or refuse leave to the Elec- 
lion Commissioner and revoke or curtail leave 
granted to him, shall vest in the President. 

6. Pensioa : 

(1) A person who, immediately before the date of 
assuming office as the Election Commissioner, was in 
service of Government or the Government of a State 
shall be deemed to have retired from service on the 
date on which he enters upon office as the Election 
Commissioner but his subsequent service as the Elec¬ 
tion Commissioner shall be reckoned as continuing 
approved service counting for pension in service to 
which he belonged. 

(2) Except where the Election Commissioner de¬ 
mits office by resignation, he shall be deemed, for 
the purpose of these rules, to have demitted office if, 
and only if,— 

(a) he has completed the term of office specified 

in rule 3 ; 

(b) he has attained the age of 65 years; or 

(c) his demission of office is medically certified 
to be necessitated by ill health, 

7, Provident Fund : 

(1) An Election Commissioner, who on the date 
of his appointment to the Commission, was in the 
service of the Central or State Government and who 
had been admitted to the benefits of General Provi¬ 
dent Fund or Contributory Provident Fund, may con¬ 
tinue to subscribe to that Fund until the date on 
which he retires according to rules applicable to him 
in his service. In the case of Contributory Provident 
Fund, the employers’ contribution payable to that 
Fund shall, as from the date of his appointment to 
the Commission, be payable by the Commission dur¬ 
ing his tenure of appointment as an Election Com^ 
missioner. 

(2) An Election Commissioner, who, at the time 
of his appointment :— 

(i) was in service of the Central or State Gov¬ 
ernment and had opted to draw his pension 
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and other retirement benefits under the 
rules applicable to the service to which he 
belonged prior to such appointment; or 

(ji) had retired from service under the Central 
or State Government, a local body or other 
authority wholly or substantially owned or 
controlled by the Government or the Gov¬ 
ernment of a State, as the case may be; or 

(iii) was not in the service of the Central or 
State Government or a local body or any 
other authority wholly or substantially 
owned by Government or the Government 
of a State, as the case may be; 

shall be entitled to be admitted to the benefit of the 
Contributory Provident Fund Scheme and for this 
purpose shall be governed by the Contributory Provi¬ 
dent Fund Rules, 1962 as amended from time to 
time. 

8. Other conditions of service : 

Save as otherwise provided in these rules, the con¬ 
ditions of service relating to travelling allowance, resi¬ 
dence, conveyance facilities, sumptuary allowance, 
medical facilities and other conditions of service shall 
be as are, for the time being, applicable to a member 
of the Indian Administrative Service of equivalent 
grade : 

Provided that for taking up his initial appointment 
as Election Commissioner, he shaU be entitled to tra¬ 
velling allowance as on transfer of an officer of an 
equivalent grade from the place of his ordinary resi¬ 
dence to the place of reporting for duty : 

Provided further that the Election Commissioner 
shall also be entitled to transfer T.A. as an officer of 
equivalent grade at the time of demitting office from 
the place of his handing over to the place of his ordi¬ 
nary residence,
